what is right, if they are not hounded 
on and stirred up by partisan rancor 
and animosities. We can maintain 
what is right with any jury of fair 
minded men,.and what is wrong we 
can't and don't want to. We might, 
perhaps, obtain n temporary triumnh 
in a political contest, but it would be 
at the cost of greater disaster in the 
end. We don't propose to fight the 
people, nor be antagonistic to their 
interests. Every dollar of profit on 
our business is being expended in 
building new muds. We don't want 
any more subsidies, and we wouldn't 
take them if they were offored. It 
was our misfortune at one time that 
we were compelled to take them, but 
we would have been a great deal bet- 
ter off to-day bad we been able to 
have got along without thorn.
